LONDON, “April 1.—How to get 100,000 chil- 
dren to Crystal Palace and back to their homes is 
a problem that now engrosses the attention of a 
special committee appointed to carry out King 
George’s plan for a coronation children’s tea party 
June 30. 

There are two subway lines in the vicinity of 
Crystal Palace. It is estimated that 300 trains 
will be* required to handle the children, and if 
these trains run on a three-minute schedule on 
two roads it will take more than six hours to get 
the children to the palace and a like time to take 
them home. On the committee are the managers 
of the two subways and the transportation prob- 
lems will be left to them. 

In the schools of Lohdon there are about 800,000 
pupils. Eliminating those under 7 years old re- 
duces the number to. about 500,000, and ohe in 
five of this number will be invited to the Kirg’s 
party, the manner of selection to be deeided on 
later at a conference between the committee and 
the school authorities. In Crystal Palace there 
will be a reproduction of the pageant of empire 
and the children will be taken for a trip on the 
“All Red Route,” on which scenes in al? the Brit- 
ish colonies are shown in panorama form. 

For each of the 100,000 children King George 
has ordered a beaker as. a souvenir. This will 
be similar to the souvenits given at the time of 
King Edward's coronation. They are in the form 
of a tumbler and -bear the likeness of the King 
in the uniform of an admiral.

Food, the Former Inhabitants 
Blaze a Path of Plunder. 


Special Correspondence of the Post- 
Dispatch. 

PEKIN, Feb. %.—The northern part 
of Kiagsu and Ahwei provinces, 100 to 
170 miles north Yangtse River, is one 
of. the highl¥ productive districts of 
China. Last]. summer in this district 
there was r@torded the heaviest rain- 
fall ever knbwn there, and the over- 
flow of the rivers covered the low, flat 
fields and drowned the crops. 7 

This region is densely populated, and 
has 3,000,000 {nhabitants,; mostly com- 
posed ofthe humblest of farmers. Ever 
if allthe population of the Unitea States 
could be packed into Texas there would 
not be‘so great a congestion as in this‘ 
famine-afflicted district. 

“The humble farmers win their frugal 
subsistence, when times are normal, by 
husbanding every possible inch of the 
land with the most intense methods of 
cultivation known. 

The destitution at present is even 
worse than in the. great famine of 1907. 
The supply of food for the. present win- 
ter was lost, and about a million farm- 
ers were suddenly thrown into denend- 
ence on the charity of the world: A 
thousand villages have. been deserted, 
and 30,000 families are wandering. south 
in search & food. . 

Many of thesé roaming people have 
been made desperate by starvation and 
are blazing a path of plunder. . They 
are ragged and feeble, and maay have 
their feet and fingers frozen by ex- 





of trees were their food after they had 
consumed their stock of rice and wheat, 
but even these leaves and barks were 
soon devoured by the starving people: 
 Herrors of an Exodus. 

The family caravans on the southward 
march are the most distressing of all 
the pitiful sights of this poverty-af- 
flicted district. The father pushes a 
two-wheel cart, on which is a pot, a 
bag of wheat or rice, @ few rice bows, | 
a bundle of clothing and one or two 
young children. The mother puls the 
cart by a rope and carries a baby on 
her back. Other children walk along-: 
side the cart.

DENTON, Tex., April 1—After more 
than four years spent in building an 


€Hormous monument to John D. Rocke- 


féller, and with 11 years moré to elapse 
before it is to be completed to his satis- 
faction, A: G. Lee, a wealthy farmer 
living two miles west of Denton, is not 
discouraged with his remarkable under- 
taking. On the other hand he expresses 
himself as being much encouraged with 
what: he has accomplished, and says 
with pride, “So far I have more than 
made good. The monumen‘ will be 500 
feet high when finished, according to 
Mr. Lee’s plans. Its foundation cov- 


‘ers a@ large surface. 


Finds Little Encouragement. 

“Beyond any question this monument 
to Mr. Rockefeller will be the most 
gigantic structure ever built by an in- 
atyidual in the history of the Adamic 
race,”’ said Mr. Lee recently. “And the 
undertaking is the greatest individual 
enterprise in history.

Maurice V. Joyce, son of a former 
Mayor of East St. Louis, and a™“young 
man of means, is willing to abandon his 
law practice to be Mayor if East St. 
Louis wants him. He is a candidate on 
the reform Greater East St. Louis party, 
composed of business men of all par- 
ties, for the election Tuesday. 

Some are born candidates, some 
achieve candidacy and some have can- 
didacy thrust upon them. Joyce is of 
the last named class. He didn’t. want 
to run for Mayor,: but*his business and 
professional associates insisted on_ it. 


“i They were weary ofthe Cook-Purdy re- 


gime, and th8y told Joyce they thought 
he was the man to get out the vote 
and beat the machine. : 

And their forcecast already has been 
verified to this extent: Even the sa- 
loon keepers, whose businesses’ are 
threatened if the reform slate.. goes 
through, not permitting sentiment .to 
interfere with gaming, are betting that 
he will win. 

Joyce says he is in the race to conduct 


East St. Louis. Everything. he pos- 
sesses is in East St. Louis and he ex- 
pects to make East St. Louis his home 
tor the rest of his life. 


_ Will Make ‘No Promises 
A few days ago a map went to Joyce 


to offer his support if he (Joyce) would 
agree to appoint a friend of. the man on 
the Fire’ Department. Joyce met the 
demand with thé statement that he was 
telling the people in all his speeches 
that he was making no promises and 
that he intendedto live up to it. He 
explained that it would not be in his 
province to make such>-an appointment, 
because the Board of Police and Fire 
Commissioners would attend to that. 
The man went away with a promise 
that he would work for Joyce’s elec- 
tion, anyhow.’ 

Several years ago Joyce was attorney 
for a certain saloon keeper. : 
handled the man’s legal business for 
years. The man-was arrested for keep- 
ing his saloon open or Sunday. 
asked Joyce to defend him. 

“I am sorry,’’ Joyce informed him, 
“but if you had your saloon open, you 
hati better plead guilty and pay the fire. 
In the future keep your saloon closed 
on Sunday.”’ 

Joyce promises that if he is elected 
Mayor he will] set about to make the 
city more attractive for those who 
live in it and to induce those who 
‘work there to make their homes in 
the city. The first step, he says, will 
be to make the entrance into Bast 
St. Louis from’ Bads Bridge more at- 
‘tractive by widening Broadway be- 
tween the bridge and the viaduct. He 
also proposes to tear down the via- 
duct as soon as*the levee board com- 
pletes the work of diverting the 
channel of Cahokja Creek and to ele- 
| vate the railroad tracks at that point. 

Promises Improvements. 

He promises that he will improve 
all the-gtreets in East St. Louts as 
rapidly as practicable, so that ‘dirt 
.streets may. be eliminated. Joyce says 
he will arrange to lighten tHe burden 
of the poorer. classes in paying for 
street improvements by ° permitting 
them to make ten instead. of five 
yearly payments, as at present. 

Joyce has pledged himself te, take 
the police and fire departments out 
of politics, - 
mer. at the polls < on election day, he 
says, and the firemen will spend their 
spare time learning how to fight fires.

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DISMISSAL ASKED 
IN TRANSIT SUITS 


Defendants Alege Failure to 
Prosecute While Johnson and 
Stenographer Dispute. 


A dispute between J. Brooks John- 
son and Thomas W. Corley, a law re- 


porter, over the payment of a stenog- 
rapher’s bill for $200 in the suit brought 
by Johnson to compel stockholders of 
the old Transit Co. to pay judgments 
cbtained against that corporation before 
it was absorbed by the United Railways, 
has resulted in the defendants filing 
a motion to dismiss the case for failure 
to prosecute. The suit is pending be- 
fore Circuit Judge Rassietr. 
Attorney Rhodes &. Cave, who acted 
as referee in the case, recommended a 
judgment aguinst the defendants aggre- 
gating about $60,000. This sum répre- 
sents claims acquired by Johnson from 
holders of old judgments. In filing the 
report the rpfetée did not include an 
original transcript of the testimony tak- 
en before him. Consequéntly, according 
to the defendants’ counsel, the report 
can not be regarded as official. 
Stenographer Corley refused to supply 
the referee. with the original transcript 
until Johnson, had paid his share of the 
bill for the work. He declared that 
Johnson agreed to do this. A writ com- 
manding Corley to furnish the tran- 
script was denied by the court. 
*' Johnson's attorney, John A.: Gilliam, 
has asked that the steénographer's fee be 
taxed as costs. He alsé wants the ref- 
eree to accept a copy of thé evidence.

The reversal of sentiment shown dur- 
ing the past month amounts almost to 
the -compléte undoing of anti-saloon cru- 
sade covering several years. In 1908 the 
anti-saloon forces with the aid of Gov. 
J. F. Hanly forced the Republicans at a 
special session of the Legislature to en- 
act a county local option law under 
which three-fourths of the area of the 
State was made saloonless within a very 
short period. 


Farmers Voted Dry 
City after city Was made vtary” the- 


oretically by the votes .of the farmers. 
The rural communities apaprently were 
on fire with temperance . enthusiasm. 
Predictions were made by. the radical 
temperance leaders that county local 
option was simpJy a forerunner of State- 
wige prohibition in 1912. It was as- 
serted by the anti-saloon leaguers that a

A Family Man. 

Senator O’Gorman is distinctly a fam- 
ily man.

RUBBER SEEMS ALIVE. 


Visitors to the extensive plant of 
‘the Goodyear Tire and Rubber Co., 
at Akron, O., will be surprised at the 
apparent life in rubber, both before 
and after. spending a month in the 
drying chambers. 

Anyone watching a huge mass. of 
crude rubber that has been thrown 
into one of thé Breat “cracking” ma-

To 
strangers in the factory there comes 
a hazy idea that the mass is not de- 
yoiad of life, which superinduces a

The mass of crude rubber is named 
variously according to the-part of the 
world from which it «was imported.

After the crude mass has been 
“cracked” and washed it is sent up

Grow Few Varieties. 


Do not attempt to grow too many 
varieties of flowers. Grow only 
those least likely to be disappointing. 
Pansies should be grown for early 
flowers. The plants should be bought 
now from a florist and set out. They 
will bloom in June. Do not be afraid 
to pick the flowers as soon as they 
begin.to appear.. Remember that the 
more you pick the longer and more 
generously they will bloom. 

White and pink daisies are good 
early spring flowers. The plants may 
be had at the florists. They do not 
last quite as far into the season as 
pansies. When they have ceased to 
bloom pull the plants up throw them

Portulaca is easy to grow, is bil 
liant when out, and the seed will drop 
and bring a volunteer growth the 
following. year. Nasturtiems should 
not be forgotten. They make a close- 
growing bed of brilliant color, and 
are greatly enjoyed for their spicy 
flavor. The snapdragon is-a very 
satisfactory garden plant. The red 
and yellow varieties should be plant- 
ed freely. 

I cannot recommend asters in this 
climate.

DETROIT physician of stand- 
ing has put his colleagues in

his experience with the practice of|-ed 


medicine on a cash basis. For years, 
he declares, that at least 60 per cent 
of his bills were unpaid, and that for 
the year he has operated on the pay- 
as-you-go principle his receipts have 
doubled and his work has been cut 
in half. When formerly he was 
“working himself to death’* he now 
has time for study and recreation, as 
well as doubled income to devote to 
culture and pleasure. 


The condition that the' doctor 
points out is easily recognizable. 
Nothing ts better established than 
the fact that physicians are poor 
business men. Perhaps this is partly 
responsible for the strange distinc- 
tion that many people make between

sider that they have a sort of pro- 
prietorehip in a phys'cian which they 
are extremely ready to abuse. The 
thing that every man recognizes he 
must havé for himselt or family at 
need is curiously enough, the one 
service which he most neglects to 
pay for. The physician who in des- 
peration comes down to a commercial 
basis is justified by a long record of 
clear, if unconscious, deadbeating. 
The matter is not. however, so 
easily resolved in gocd conscience as 
the Detroit physician seems to thin’, 
One man may adopt charity; the phy- 
sicilan is bred to it.

“truck” when they are using every- 
day language.

It is now rising to the dignity of a 
financial asset. Peanuts are a serious 
proposition in finance when they are 
taken seriously. The richest bank 
in the Southeastern peanut belt is 
said to be the “second richest” in the 
United States. It is supported by the 
peanut producers of Virginia, and 
its shares were reported as worth 
“near $3000” this year. 

When the Rio Grande Valley in 
Texas takes the cocoanut record from 
Florida, the Texas Panhandle may 
take .the peanut reeord from Vir- 
ginia and East Tennessee. When it 
dies, it can “bank on peanuts” 
whether cocoanuts and almond ship- 
ments ever support a bank or not. 

When this idea of doing every- 
thing that is done anywhere had 
struck in, a Texas diversifier went 
out one morning and collected 35 dif- 
ferent products from his own fields, 
orchard and garden. The picture 
he had made of them to support his 
veracity is on file in St. Louis now. 
Millions in Unromantic Onions. 

There is no doubt about his verac- 
ity, but he lived in North Central 
Texas. He was taking advantage 
of the Rio Grande and Gulf Coast 
diversifiers before they got a fair 
start for this year. He has no dates, 
no figs. no lemons, no oranges, no 
sugar, no rice, no grapefruit and no 
other one of about 35 other items 
in. his collection of 35 fancy Texas 
specialties. 

He may do something else this 
year, and it may be different. but so 
they: will also on the Gulf Coast.

Black Hawk in Cement . 


ISIBLB for miles around, 4a 
V/V heroic statue of an Indian, 

_masrive. and solemn, now 
stands with folded arms on a high 
bluff overlooking the Rock River 
near Oregon, Ill. The figure is 48 
feet high, is set on a base 18 feet 
in height, and surmounts a 250-foot 
eminence. The-*great and imposing 
form rears itse]f boldly against the 
skyline from nearly every point of 
the compass. 

Besides its merit as a work of 
art, the figure/marks an epoch in 
statue building, for it is constructed 
of concrete. e artist, Lorado 
Zaft, overcame almost as many dif 
ficulties ag Benvewuto Cellini sur- 
mounted when he in ad the pro 
sess of casting great sx , 


A six-foot model of the statue was 
first made by Taft. Tlten he and his 
assistants set about making the 
mold. The body of the statue had 
to be molded where it was to stand, 
and the erection of the forms oc- 
cupied the sculptor several months. 
4 frame the shape of the figure with- 
out the head was made of timper 
and wire netting, and the whole 
was covered with burlap when the 
hroper proportions were aftained. 
Over the burlap 10 tons.of plaster 
of paris’ were spread, making 4 
mold three inches thick. The wood 
en framework with its wires an 
burlap were then removed. Stee 
rods were run from the bottom « 
the mold to the top as a reinforce: 
ment. Then 536,770 pounds of cor 
eréte were poured into the mold. 


The head, which is a portrait of © 


Black Hawk, famous chief of the 
Sac and Fox tribes, was made in a 
similar manner. The foundations 


of the base sink 30 feet below the 


surface of the earth, exclusive of 
the 18-foot base. It.was estimated 
that the wind pressure on the stat- 
ue would be 29.980 pounds. The 
sculptor strengthened it to present a 
resistance of 673,785 pounds.

The Road That 
: Made Missour1 


HE most famous highway in 
A the Central West was the 

.  Boon’s Lick road. Surveyed in 
1815 from St. Charles, 25 miles 
west of St. Louis, to Old Franklin, 
Mo., 150 miles further west it 
turned immigration toward Central 
Mjssouri and six years later brought 
Missouri into the Union as a State. 


It was the road that made Mis4] 


souri, says The World Today. It 
was the father of the Santa Fe 
Trail, which, extending west from 
Old Franklin, brought commerce and 
immigration to Kansas, Colorado and 
New Mexico. The making of roads 
means the building of common- 
wealths. 
a notable though almost forgotten 
example. 

In 1804 two sons of Daniel Boone, 
the great pioneer of the West, Daniel 
and Nathan Boone, made salt at 
salt springs found in central Mis- 
souri. The country was then a wil- 
derness. The Boones and their com- 
panions were the only” white men in 
the territory west of St, Charles. 
They boiled the spring water in huge 
iron kettles and the crude salt which 
formed the residue they floated in 
hollow logs down the Missouri River 
to be sold at the French village of 
St. Louis. 


Deer had come to the salt springs 
to lick the salt. The place. in West- 
ern pioneer slang was a “lick,” and 
because the Boones there -manufact- 
ured salt the locality was named 
Boone’s Lick. The Boones spelled 
their name indifferently with or with- 
out the final “e.” 

Two years later a settlement of 
English-speaking men and women 
was made near Boon’s Lick and 
shortly afterward the town of Old 
Franklin, twelve miles distant up- 
on the Missouri River, was founded. 
Then arose the necessity for a high- 
way between’ Old Franklin and St.
